of streets in BerUn and Vienna, 
which has always been thought ol 
as being gay, rich, and proud. 

In Vienna, only ten days before 
tte DoUfusE murder, many beggars 
were seen. In fact the streets were 
full ot than, and the observer stat- 
ed they wen- l od le aM oas of real 
poverty— «>t tte Tbgas Panhandler 
type,. Remarkilile old buUdtagi of 
a ones beattttftti VIenaa still stand 
of coune, but tte people apiKar to 
be dragged down, hoodess, and ac- 
tually in great poverty, ta Ger- 
many, on the other hand, one does 
not see these eoodtttans. 

While ttie faeid^ mendier does 
not ettflnly' agree with many Ger- 
man poUeles, te said then ms a 

mixture of ROOd and evU" to be 
found. 

One of the chief objection."! found 
was suppression of thinking and 
lack of individualism. All printed 
matter, of eour,"ie. is censored, and 
the newspapers contain mainly 
propaganda for Hitler's i;overn- 
ment. Even foreign newspai^ers arc 
so cen,sored and suppres-sed that 
one rarely reads any "real news" 

But everything Is done "for Ger- 
many " For instance, young peoiMe 
adopt - health teUts" and exhibit 
health t>anners to "baoOBH healthy 
for Oermany."

Wool will be graded and priced 
accordingly. Perhaps people wiU be 
buying more garments made from 
made -over wool, or wool shoddy as 
it is properly called. Garments 
made from wool shoddy an not 
necessarily of txwr quality, but may 
be of higher grade material than 
a 100 per cent wool product. This 
would be true if the original gar- 
ment wa.s of extremely high grade 
wool. However, in recardlng the old 
wool, and working over the fibres, 
these fibers are boond tO hi bnkHt 
to some extent. 

This residts In shorter flbm in 
the new material, and consequently 
tn a poorer wearing product than 
the original was, though not really 
an latirior gmda of 

Of corse. Idlsl 
out. most wotd shoddy Is IS per 
cent cotton, also, whldi makm U 
less desirable In the eyes of some 
people. There Is no law whieb re- 
quires a garment nude of shoddy 
to be so labeled, and the ordinary 
person could not recognize It by 
mere observation. 

In the case of very inferior 
grade.s oi shoddy, sometimes the oil 
treatment given the fibers to pre- 
vent their breaking durioR proces- 
sing, is not removed from the fin- 
ished garment. In this ca.se. the 
garment Is frequently noticeably 
oily, and may in time acquire a 
rancid odor if kept a while before 
removing the oil. This Is a "dead 
^ve-eway" that the product was 
mat of shoddy.

Because of his 
opinions on everything ot Interest, 
he made the Industrialist one of 
the most widely quoted publications 
In the West. As the college steadily 
grew larger and stronger, Ander- 
son's enemies were fovoed to reoog- 
nlae the fact and beeame his sup- 
porters. 

JObn Anderson waa bom to Penn- 
sylvania, June 9C mc and pad- 
uated from Miami nniveretty, the 

aanlson. During tba CRvU war ba 
was made supertotmident of trau- 
portaUoo and waa put to command 
of half a down ships. In ISM he ac- 
cepted a caU from the Presbyterian 
church at Junction City. Kan., 
from where he came to the crflege. 
While still at the college he ran for 
Congress on the Republican ticket 
and was elected. In 1891 Anderson 
was appointed consul-general to 
Cairo. Egypt, but his health broke 
with the change of climate He de- 
cided to return the following ^nring, 
and died on the home Journey in 
Uverpool, England. BU remains 
wega ptoeed to HlgMaad ognetonr 
near Jttnellon atr, Hbik, ttw town 
he had helped to found.

This article is the by-product of 
a two-year study of freedom in 
teaching which the author did for 
the American Historical Aaaocla- 
iton's Commission oa'SoUgl jRIMISS 
In the schools. 

The creation of a tetter social 
order requires critical analysis, 
great faith, intense labor, and 
gained im«lligence- Our schools 
are indispensable in the culthration 
of these qualities," he writes.

reaUUes, said N. A. Craatord, edlr 
toi-in-cnief of the Household Mag- 
azine, m his talk on "Literature Is 
News," at assembly yesterday after 
noon.

Tbe speaker stated that when our 
present system ISlls us, we, as a 
riUe, bUme somecne Instead of 
changing our system. He suggested 
four poeslt>le ways to meet an un- 
successful situation. Tney are to 
change the situation, avoid ttie sit- 
uation, abandon the situatioa or 
adjurt oneself to tbe situation. 
Idfe win be suoeesaf ul or not oc- 
cording to tbe adjoitoent and ao- 
oC opsii lt to flttes 
Crawford, 'to, 
tbe best war tbe «t- 

uation Is to adjo* B C ias U . to It." 

According to Ofawford. tiie peo* 
pie are iu>t adjusting themselves 
properly to the situation. He gave 
as a basis for arriving at this con- 
clusion tbe fact that the greatest 
demands for literature are elthn 
for storlea of the past or for stories 
of the hnpossibte adventure. 

He advanced tlie Idea that good 
Uteratuie Is news or Interpretation 
of news.

"Art is the mirror of life, btft lis 
reflections are sometimes badly dis- 
torted." said John Helm, Jr., as- 
sociate professor of architecture, to 
members of the contemporary 
thought Class last Saturday, speak- 
ing upon the subject of "Modern 
Art am Its Evolution." 

It is not the mirror which distorts 
the reflectloos but life Itself, said 
Professor Helm. All artists merely 
bear witness to the dlacontant In 
onr modwa Ufa. Tber are seldom 
Intemted In social reforms aa suc^ 
but "Btmply reflect the general dis- 
content. .TS^ crude txUrn, un- 
couth focoMiritoi strange, abapeless 
flgnres are leaUr the artM^ dedar- 
atiim that be has a right to Uberty 
of noUoo and to his Aeedon ol ex- 
p r eaa to n. 

"It is the funettan of art. not 
mer^ to state a faot bat to eom- 
muiitoato an enwitaii" oonttnued 
Fi'otoasor Habn. "Ttm men dmpiy 
that emothn -la e o n re y ad ttanwgh 
the sanae to whWb titait partteaiar 
art ajj^Mals, ttw 
the art" 

Professor Hstan a wi da rt aad the 
fact that the numerous reformers 
iodar afe attempting to toroe the 
artist bito a mAld. But ttwt* can 
be no standardlaed war of express- 
ing tbe emotkma, and th]H the truly 
great artist is InvarlaMr a rebel, 
because he finds taMSag methods 
hampering to his development. His 
new methods are seldom understood 
and arc usually severelv criticised. 
The artist Is an outcast bonuae he 
has gone ai;alnst traditional art. 

It is Profeseor Helm's opinion that 
a great artist must have some tiling 
vital of his own. The man who 
paints landscapes is not ncceasarily 
nn artist, because accuracy in the 
manufucturlnR ot likenesses is an 
Intellectual qualnv. while art is a 
play of the emotions. 

■,The great arlust will violate all' 
traditions and creaif a miisterplece 
which wUl endure through the 
ages," said Professor Helm. "He 
will be judged bv iia own aims, 
ambitior-i kiiq nu-nts and net by 
OUtsid'* standard.s ■ 

There is nn p.irucular merit In 
long labor, A t>ainter may work for 
year« to be able to express in sis 
lines what a les* caprible man would 
do loss .'■atiafactoiily in '4xty. The 
more ,'i])antaneoufl drawing usually 
conveys a higher emotional content. 

Professor Helm said that our rad- 
ical contemporary painting must be 
fitted in with preceding wort to be 
undetstood. In prehistoric ti me s, 
there were two important develop-
